May it please yoitr Excellency, 



As directed by the 7 and 8 Viet., cap. 81, sec. 56, I have the honour to submit, in 
order to their being laid before Parliament, General Abstracts of the Marriages registered 
in Ireland during 1 858. The number registered in the several Districts, and by bounties 
and Provinces dhring each quarter of tlic year ; also the mode in which the Marriages were 
solemnized, are given as in former Reports. The Districts of the Registrars- which are 
130 in number — are co-extensive with the Pool- Law Unions of 1845,— the Act not con- 
taming any provision for tlieir alteration. . ... . . 

The Act came into operation on the 1st of April, 1845, since which period 126,384 
certified copies of tile entries in the Registers Boohs have been received at the Geno-al 
Register Office. Of this number 72,064 were solemnized by the clergy of the Established 
Church, 34,297 by Presbyterian ministers, 1,079 in Registered Buildings, md 18,758 m 
the Registrars’ Offices : 173 between Members of the Society of Friends, and 13 between 
Jews. Indexes are prepared for the Records of each year, which maybe consulted by 
the public on payment of the fee of One Shilling; and, for the sum of Two Shillings and 
Sixpence, a stamped certified copy of any entry may be obtained, which according to sec. 
71, “ shall be received as evidence of the Marriage to which the same relates, without any 
further or other proof of such entry.” , 

The certified copies of the Registry of 8,960 Marriages were forwarded to theGeneral 
Register Office in 1858. These are much less than the actual numbers celebrated m this 
country, as Marriages solemnized by the Roman Catholic Clergy are exemp

were registered; there was therefore a falling off in the mrniher returned foi 1858 ot 
980, or nearly 10 per cent. Of this decrease the Marriages m the Established Church 
amounted to 402, or 7'52 per cent, below the number in the previous year , m the 1 resby- 
terian Church the diminution was 370, or 12-99 per cent.; and m tile Regmtrars Offices 
it was 216, or 13 pel- cent. This general decrease of Marriages is remai liable at a time 
when it might be 1 supposed the prosperity of the country wou'd rather have morea^d 
than diminished their number, and in a year when the emigration om r ■- 

a third less than in the preceding twelve months— the numbers who permanently left the 
country in 1857 being 95,081 ; in 1858, 64,337 persons.

It mil be seen that, as regards the Marriages which are registered, the emigration from 
Ireland has not had any remarkable effect ; for in some of the years when the greatest 
number left the country the Marriages registered increased, as in 1852 and 1853* and 
in 1858, when the numbers who left Ireland decreased to 64,337, being one-third less 
than in 1857, the Marriages registered, although nearly 10 per cent, less than in the 
previous year, as before noticed, bore a higher proportion to the population than in the 
years 1851, 1852, and 1855. Ihese remarks are offered more as suggestive of the 
deductions which may be drawn from the figures than as attempting to account for the 
fluctuations in the number of Marriages; if, however, registration was general, as it 
ought to he, the investigation of the causes of the increase or decrease in the number of 
Marriages might be pursued to some satisfactory result. 

It may be interesting here to state, that according to the Census of 1851, there were in 
Ireland on the night of the 30th of March, in that year, 1,700,777 married persons of all 
ages, of whom 832,804 were males, and 867,973 females; and taking the population at 
17 years of age ‘and upwards, it appears that in every 100, 46 males and 43 females, at 
these ages, were married; 48 males and 40 females unmarried ; and 6 males and 17 
females who had been married, but were widowed. Of the entire number of married 
persons in this country at the time of the last Census, the following are the numbers of 
those who stated themselves to have been married in the undermentioned years :

Of every 100 Marriages which were registered in 1858, 55 were solemnized in the 
Established Church, 28 in Presbyterian Meeting-houses, 16 in the Registrars’ Offices, 
without any religious ceremony, and 1 in Registered Buildings by a minister of religion 
hut m the presence of the Registrar of the District, before whom the parties repea? the 
same form of words as m the case of Marriage in a Registrar’s Office, and by whom the 
Marriage is registered. Since 1845 the Marriages in the Established Church show a 
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tendency to diminish, and those solemnised by other modes to increase. In 1845 67 and

wss 84 to every 100 of the entire number. In Ireland, taking the Marriages registered 
m 1858, and estimating those which are not registered , the proportion of Church Marriages 
was only 11 m every 100, and those in Presbyterian and other places of worship, and in the 
Registrars Offices, about 9 per cent.— leaving, probably, 80 in every 100 Marriages which 
are excluded from the provisions of the Act.

. A Skater number of persons were returned as married by special licence in 1858 than 
in any year since the Act came into operation ; and of the entire Marriages registered 
in the Established Church, 78‘7 per cent, were by licence. In England the proportion 
^as only 16‘5 per cent. This maybe accounted for in some degree by the difference 
m expense of Diocesan Marriage Licences in the two countries — the cost in Ireland being 
ery much lower than in England. The proportion of Marriages by certificate from the 
egistrar (which stands in lieu of publication of banns), was 3T per cent., in England, in 
o-ib; in Ireland last year it was only 0*2 per cent. Of the Marriages which were 

emnized not according to the rites of the Established Church, 62 in every 100 were in 
i esbyternoii places of worship, 36 in the Registrars’ Offices, and 2 in registered places of 
orsiup belonging to Wesleyan Methodists, Baptists, Independents, and other religious 
oaies.^ Almost all of the 2,477 Marriages in the Presbyterian Church were by licence, 
f ir return '" rcce ived from the several Licensing Ministers show a total of 2,467 licences 
or Marriage issued by them in 1858. This may be owing to the circumstance that the 
1 • r£ e a . i fesbyterian Licence is only five shillings. The number of licences issued 
7 tnt; District Registrars was 828, whilst the total number of Marriages registered by

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them was 1,530 in the past year. The difference in cost between a Marriage by licence 
and upon certificate issued by the Registrar, is ten shillings — the fees by the former mode 
being seventeen shillings, by the latter seven shillings ; which will explain why a larger 
number were not married by licence.

Marriages of Minors. — According to the returns, the Marriages of minors were less 
numerous comparatively in 1858 than in any year since 1853. The proportion of males 
who were married under 21 years of age was 4‘55, and of females 16‘81 to every 100 
registered Marriages. In England the proportion of minors married in 1856 was 5 '7 2 per 
cent, of males, and 18'34 per cent, of females ; but in this, as in other respects, no satisfac- 
tory comparison can be made, owing to the defective system of registration in this country. 
Ireland is said to he proverbial for early Marriages ; but judging from the number which 
has been registered, those of minors do not appear to be in an undue proportion. Were 
the Marriages of the entire population, however, registered, the result might be different, 
and in accordance with the popular belief. 

Re-marriages. — The proportion of widowers and widows whose Marriages were regis- 
tered in 1858 was greater than in the previous year: 1,097 men and 586 women were 
remarried, being at the rate of 12'24 widowers and 6‘54 widows to every 100 Marriages. 
The proportion in England and Wales, in 1856, was 13'94 widowers and 9‘36 widows 
remarried in every 100 Marriages. Owing to the defective state of the law in Ireland, 
comparison with the general results given in the able reports of the English Registrar- 
General must, however, be unsatisfactory. 

Signatures of Persons Married. — All persons whose Marriages are registered under this 
Act are required to sign their names in the duplicate Registers; if unable to write, they 
make a mark in the usual way; some test is thus afforded as to their education ; it, therefore, 
becomes important and interesting, year after year, to note the elementary acquirements 
of persons married. The copies of the Registers received for the year 1858 show that 
in 8,960 Marriages, 2,439 males and 3,802 females, or 27 - 22 of the men, and 42'43 of the 
women in every 100 could not write their names ;' and it is to be feared that even a higher 
proportion of the ignorant of both sexes would be found amongst the large number 
of the population whose Marriages are not registered, as the parties whose Marriages are 
registered under the present Act are generally supposed to be in better circumstances than 
those whose Marriages are not registered ; it is, therefore, very unsatisfactory to observe 
the small number who have written their names in the Registers, — a circumstance which 
is strongly suggestive of the necessity for increased exertion in the cause of education. 

It appears, from the Report of the Registrar-General for 1856, that in all England, 
seventy-one in 100 men wrote their names, and twenty-nine made marks; and of 100 women 
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sixty wrote their names, and forty made marks in the Marriage Registers. As regards the 
men the test is in favour of this country, but it is unfavourable to the females. A satisfac- 
tory comparison, however, cannot be made in this respect between the marrying popula- 
tion of the two countries until a system of general registration is established m Ireland. 

The following summary gives the number of persons who contracted marriage, under 21 
years of age, — of those who were Widowers and Widows, — and also of those who signed 
the Register Books with marks, during each year from 1845 to 1858 : —

Taking the number of Marriages registered in each quarter of the year 1858, it is found 
that, contrary to what has been usually observed, the Marriages in the first three quarters 
scarcely vary in number, and that in the fourth quarter the proportionate number is greatly 
in excess of former years. Thus 29 '5 in 100 of the entire number of registered Marriages 
were solemnized in the quarter ended 31st December, 1858, and about 23 in 100 in each 
of the other three quarters ; whilst in 1857 the proportions were 25 ’6 3 per cent, in the 
quarter ended 31st March, 23 - 05 per cent, in that ended 30th June, 24-59 per cent, in that 
ended 30th September, and 26 -73 per cent, in the last quarter of the year. The decrease 
of registered Marriages, therefore, in 1858 has been almost wholly confined, as regards the 
time of celebration, to the first nine months of the year. This will be seen from the 
folio-wing Table : —

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The benefits of the present Act are almost entirely confined to the provinces of Ulster 
and Leinster — as, out of 8,960 Marriages which were registered in 1858, only 1,079 were 
solemnized in the provinces of Munster and Connaught; and of the 32 counties, — -including; 
the cities and large towns, — Antrim, Down, Armagh, Tyrone, Londonderry, Dublin, ant 
Cork absorb 6,588 of the entire number of registered Marriages. In like manner in 15 dis- 
tricts out of 130, — 4,803 of the Marriages returned in 1858 were recorded. It will thus 
be seen how much a change in the law is required which will enable the Marriages of all 
denominations to be registered. 

The following Tables show the number of Marriages solemnized in each year, from 1848

I have m my previous Reports considered it my duty to call attention to the great 
want of a general measure for the registration of Births and Deaths, and have also stated 
that the present registration ot Marriages in Ireland is only partial, as the Act 7 & 8 Vic 
cap. 81 exempts from its provisions all those solemnized by Roman Catholic priests. This 
1S . much to be regretted, as the advantages certain to be derived from a knowledge of the 
vital statistics of the people cannot be too highly appreciated. The English 6 Act has 
now been in operation for upwards of twenty years, and has been productive of the most 
beneficial results. Ly the information which it lias afforded many diseases have been 
traced to their causes ; sanitary measures have been introduced for the improvement of 
the public health; it has assisted m making effective the Vaccination Act, by which the 
hves of so many infants have been saved; it gives to insurance companies data for 
calculating equitable rates for life insurance; and to persons requiring proof of birth 
whether to be employed m the public service or in tlie factory, it supplies a cheap and 
conclusive evidence. Even before the many uses were known to which the information 
derivable from a general register of Births, Deaths, and Marriages could be applied the 
Committee of the House of Commons appointed in 1833 to inquire into this important 
subject, and which consisted of thirty members, including some of the most distinquished 
statesmen of the day, reported as follows : — J 

“ 1. That the subject is urgently important.

“ 4. That groat trouble, vast expense niter uncertainty, capricious changes, and local and general evils exist, 
wtale no means are supplied to obtain the information other countries possoas and justly valuo as to the state of 
disease, the operation of moral and physical causes on the health of the people, tie progress of the population, 
and other matters on which accurate knowledge can Mandy be too highly appreciated, or too intensely pursued

should be attempted. ' Ly such au internal, but most needful improvement, they believe that 

the national honour will ho promoteil-that inestimably useful information will be ensured— that great evils, 
afiecting all landed property, and obstructing its descent and sale, and acquisition will be diminished * * * » 

“ They are not unaware that some objections may he stated, some interests affected, and prejudices alarmed : 
Out they trust the matter will not he considered as any parly question, or any source of political strife , as they 
too are persuaded that all apparent difficulties may he obviated with facility— and that, by liberality and per- 
severance, an improvement w.ll ho cheaply, promptly, and permanently accomplished, which they venture to 
recommend— and which the most practical, experienced, and enlightened of all religious denominations emphatically 
and conjointly desire. ' J 
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As so many and great advantages have arisen from the operation of the Registration Act 
in England, it is to be hoped that this country will not longer be permitted to remain 
without the benefits of a like measure. A similar Act was passed for Scotland in 1854, so 
that Ireland is. now the only portion of the United Kingdom which has not a general 
record of the Births, Deaths, and Marriages of its population. On this subject the Regis- 
trar-General in England makes the following observations in his Nineteenth Report, 
presented to Parliament in June last : — 

“ Tho marriages, births, and deaths of the people of Ireland are still unregistered, so that the movement of the 
population in the United Kingdom cannot be given. This defect has been sometimes referred to the fact that 
the majority of the people of Ireland profess tho Roman Catholic religion; but it is evident that the chiefs of the 
Catholic faith are not now hostile to statistical operations of any kind. The births, deaths, and marriages are 
registered in all tho Catholic states of tho continent of Europe; and a valuable series of statistical documents has 
lately been printed at the press of the Apostolic Chamber at Rome, under the auspices of the Papal Minister of 
Commerce. The Papal Government took a census in 1853, and has announced its intention to publish hence- 
forward annual returns of births, deaths, and marriages. Is Ireland in this respect to remain in arrear of all the 
civilized states of Europe ?” 

I beg further to remark that much inconvenience is felt by persons engaged in 
statistical investigations and inquiries in this country, from the want of these general 
records; and great trouble, expense, and injustice are often caused by the difficulty 
of procuring information as to Births, Deaths, and Marriages in Ireland ; and it may he 
said that all classes of the community participate in the desire for a perfect system of 
registration. It is, therefore, gratifying to observe that the Chief Secretary, during the 
late Session of Parliament, introduced a bill on this important subject, which it is hoped 
may soon become law, and thus remove Ireland from her present anomalous position 
of being the only civilized country in the world without a general and systematic 
registration of the Births, Marriages, and Deaths of the people.
